Model Made of 500,000 Corks 


Charles Hawkins of Peterborough, 
England, has succeeded in building a 
series of most interesting models, the 
chief of which is a large and com- 
prehensive model of Burghley House, 
the historic seat of the Marquis of 
Exeter, near Stamford.

YUAN REVENGE ' 


Premier One?  Dism ssed In 
Disgrace by Prince Ghun 


THE LATTER NOW ABDICATES 


Driving From Throne of Father of 
Emperor, Who Acted as Regent, 
Means Breaking Up of Manchu Dy- 
nasty—Many Demands of Rebels 
May Be Granted—Summary of 
Events Which Have Disturbed China 


London, Dec. 7.—The whirligig of 
time brings about its compensations, 
not to say its revenge. A few years 
ago Prince Chun, upon becoming 
regent of China during the minority 
of his son, dismissed in disgrace Yuan 
Shi Kai, by whose treachery his 
brother, Emperor Kwang-Su, was 
swept aside and virtually imprisoned 
by the old empress dowager. 

Yesterday Prince Chun was forced 
to abdicate and was driven into virtual 
exile, and Yuan is supreme in China, 
or, rather, is nominally in power. 
Prince Chun’s place as guardian of 
the throne is taken jointly by Shih 
Hsu, a Manchu prince, and former 
president of the national assembly, 
and Hsu Shih Chang, vice president 
of the privy council. Both the new 
guardians of the throne were formerly 
grand councillors. 

The administration remains for the 
present in the hands of Premier Yuan 
Shi Kai, while the. empress dowager 
and the emperor continue to hold 
audiences and carry out ceremonial 

n¢tions. 

With the abdication of Chun the 
actual break-up of the Manchu dy- 
nasty begins. Whatever the capa- 
bilities of the Chinese to self-govern- 
ment, whether it will mean chaos or 
peace, the fact remains that the abdi- 
cation of Prince Chun marks the 
actua] passing of the old order in 
China. 

The present movement in China is 
of long growth, though its manifesta. 
tions to the western world are of com- 
parative recent date. 

One of ine “incidents” of this re- 
form movement and one which added 
impetus, had its origin in the promise 
of the old empress dowager, made 
just before her death in 1908, to grant 
constitutional reform. Nothing was 
done to carry out this promise until 
May 8 of this year, when an imperial 
edict abolished the existing grand 
council and consented to the election 
of a constitutional cabinet. A privy 
council was created the same day, 
and a cabinet was formed on May 9. 

Prince Ching, who was the first 
premier, after a short time in office, 
felt himself unable to cope with the 
revolutionary movement against Man- 
chu rule and resigned at the end of 
October. In the meantime, however, 
the revolutionists declared their in- 
tention of proclaiming a republic and 
planned to elect Sun Yet Sen as 
president. 

In order to prevent an extension of 
the movement the -throne, on Oct. 
30, acceded to the repeated demand of 
the assembly for a complete constitu- 
tional government. Yuan Shi Kai be- 
came premier on Noy. 15 and formed 
a cabinet, which he has since found 
difficulty in keeping together. The 
success of the revolutionaries at Nan- 
king and other places caused him to 
pursue a vacillating policy, some- 
times leaning toward the throne and 
sometimes toward the revolutionaries. 

It is assumed in some quarters that 
he will now attempt to attain the 
regency, and in that position will 
grant many of the demands made by 
the rebels.

San Francisco, Dec. 6.—J. C. 
Stubbs, veteran traffic chief of the 
Harriman system, who will retire at 
the end of the year, will be put on 
the pension roll of the Harriman lines 
this week. As a reward for his forty- 
one years of faithful work in the in- 
terest of the big system he will re- 
ceive an amount estimated at $18,000 
a year for life. 

His pension would be somewhat 
smaller than this, but Stubbs is re- 
tained as consulting traffic expert and 
his services are to be always availa- 
ble for the company. Because of this 
agreement he is given an extra allow- 
ance.

He Agress Wih the Supreme 
| Court's Interpretation 


HIS MESSAGE TO CONGRESS 


Suggests Supplementary Legislation 
and Favors Act Describing and De- 
nouncing Unfair Competition—Fed- 
eral Incorporation Law Asked of 
Congress—Would Have Executive 


Bureau to Supervise Chartered 
Companies 
Washington, Dec. 6.—President 


Taft devotes his third annual message 


to congress exclusively to the Sher- 
man anti-trust act and the trust ques- 
tion in general. The president de- 
fends the Sherman act as interpreted 
by the supreme court of the United 
States, indicates plainly his opposi- 
tion to the repeal or amendment of 
this statute, but suggests that con- 
gress pass a federal incorporation law 
and supplemental legislation that 
“would describe and denounce meth- 
ods of competition that are unfair.” 

To supervise corporations: chartered 
under federal law, President Taft 
proposes the creation of an executive 
bureau, or commission, with powers 
akin to those of the interstate com- 
merce commission. Speaking of the 
dissolution of the tobacco trust, the 
president declares that in his opinion 
“not in the history of American law 
has .a decree more effective for such 
a purpose been entered by a court.” 

Mr. Taft renews his recommenda- 
tions for the enactment of a general 
law providing for the voluntary for- 
mation of corporations to engage in 
trade and commerce among the states 
and with foreign nations. It is more 
manifest now that the denunciation 
of conspiracies in restraint of trade 
should not, and does not, mean the 
denial of organizations large enough 
to be intrusted with our interstate or 
foreign trade. It has been made more 
clear that a purely negative statute 
like the anti-trust law may well be 
supplemented by specific provisions 
for the building up and regulation of 
legitimate national and foreign com- 
merce. 

“The attempt and purpose to sup- 
press a competitor by underselling 
him at a price so unprofitable as to 
drive him out of business, or the 
making of exclusive contracts with 


customers under which they are re-, 


quired to give up» associations with 
other manufacturers and numerous 
kindred methods for stifling compe- 
tition and effecting monopoly, should 
be described with sufficient accuracy 
in a criminal statute on the one hand 
to enable the government to shorten 
its task by prosecuting single misde- 
meanors instead of an entire con- 
spiracy, and, on the other hand, to 
serve the purpose of pointing out more 
in detail to the business community 
what must be avoided.” 

Mr. Taft does not attempt to set 
| forth the details of the federal in- 
corporation act he recommends, but 
suggests that combination of capital 
allowed to become federal corpora- 
tions should be subject to rigid rules 
as to organization and procedure, in- 
cluding effective publicity, and to the 
“closest supervision” as to stock and 
bond issues by the proposed execu- 
tive bureau or commission in the 
commerce and labor department. 

Federal incorporation, the president 
declares, would not exempt any con- 
cern or its officers from prosecution 
under the Sherman act for illegal 
acts. Such an act could be framed 
so as to prevent “vexatious and un- 
necessary invasion by the states” but 
yet permit control by the states with 
respect to purely local business. 

Che courts should be empowered, 
the president says, to invoke the aid 
of the bureau of corporations in de- 
termining the suitable reorganization 
of corporations dissolved by decrees. 
This work, he points out, might be 
intrusted to the proposed supervisory 
commission which “should be an ex- 
ecutive tribunal, of the dignity and 
power of the comptroller of the cur- 
rency or the interstate commerce 
commission.” 

Accompanying the message is an 
appendix showing trust prosecutions 


instituted by all administrations since | 


the enactment of the Sherman Act in 
1890. According to this appendix 
seven suits were brought under this 
act in the administration of President 
Harrison; eight in Mr. Cleveland’s 
second term; three under Mr. McKin- 
ley; forty-four under Mr. Roosevelt in 
about seven and one-half years, and 
thirty-seven, so far, in the Taft ad- 
ministration. Other messages on 
various subjects, 
will be sent to congress from time to 
time before the usual holiday recess.

WILL NOT RUN AGAIN 
FOR VIGE PRESIDENT 


Sherman and the President 
Disagree on Tariff Question 


Washington, Dec. 7.—Vice Presi- 
dent Sherman does not expect and 
does not want to be a candidate for 
re-election with President Taft. This 
fact is becoming known among Sher- 
man’s intimates in Washington and is 
the most interesting gossip of the in- 
ner circles. 

Mr. Sherman’s decision is attribut- 
ed to his unwillingness to run on @ 
low tariff platform, and it is taken 
for granted that the president will 
insist on one. Sherman always has 
“peen a high priest of standpatters and 
since his election to the vice presi- 
dency has not disguised his dislike 
for the low tariff movement in his 
party.

Christmas Shopping and Giving 


Christmas comes but once a year, 
for which let us be truly grateful. 
This from the one standpoint; from 
the other, isn’t it rather better to be 
interested in the Christmas spirit that 


might very properly and advan- 
tageously be with us a great deal 
longer than it really is. For this 


reason the real 


lover of Christmas | 


welcomes the movement this year in | 


favor of early Christmas shopping 
which must certainly lead -to more 
careful Christmas giving. 

Of course there will be the same 
old present-swapping; the same giv- 
ing to this one because she gave last 
year; giving to that one because he 
remembered last vear, and so _ this 
year will simply add one more year 
of that sort of Christmas giving for 
many people. But the better idea of 
Christmas giving is certainly grow- 
ing, the sort of an idea that selects 
the gift that fits, that makes of the 
gift a token of real regard and 
friendship, that gets the joy out of 
giving because of the joy that the gift 
brings, that never reckons cost by 
dollars and cents but rather by the 
sacrifice. in securing the gift or by 
the satisfaction coming to the re- 
cipient. 

This sort. of Christmas giving is 
going to make the early shopping 
idea worth while to more people than 
those who shop. It is going to bring 
more business to the shop-keepers 
(probably not more in gimcracks, but 
in staple articles) and all 
would seem as if no better movement 
has come in connection with the 
Christmas shopping for a long while, 
than that of this year which says, 
“Shop early and shop wisely.” 


The Beginning of Lawlessness 


There seems to be some question 
whether or not labor has suffered any 
real ihjury by the confession of the 
McNamara brothers. Entirely apart 
from any discussion that should bring 
an issue between so-called labor and 
capital, we believe the confession of 
these men is the most important con- 
tribution to decency in conflict, be- 
tween labor and capital, that ‘has 
been made for a long time. 

But it is not alone among laboring 
men that the spirit of lawlessness 
has been getting hold of our people. 
The Jaws have never meant-so little 
to most of the people in the country 
as they do today. This feeling be- 
gins with the boy and the girl and 
continues with them from the time 
when they first become street nuis- 
ances to the day when they refuse 
to obey mandates of officials and 
courts in later activities. Columns, 


pages, and volumes have been written: 


about methods of correcting these 
evils, but unless the American home 
can get back to its old position of 


in all, it- 


actual control of the child and teach- 
ing of the youth (which we fear it 
never can), it would seem as if just 
such lessons as this were absolutely 
essential in the work of bringing the 
people back to their senses on this 
important question, 

Fortunately very little of this law- 
lessness reaches to the extent of that 
which has brought these men to an 
altogether too light punishment, but 
the lesson has much more signifi- 
cance than its narrow application to 
the comparatively few dynamiting 
jobs done by this particular class. It 
reaches away back to the kid on the 
street, and its strongest impression 
should be made in application to that 
class rather than to those of fewer 
numbers who are the results of early 
training, or lack of it. 


Editorial Cinders 


The opening of Congress would in- 
dicate a pretty warm session for the 
next few months, with very little 
likelihood that much real work will 
be accomplished. Perhaps it is for- 
tunate that this is so. Certainly from 
the standpoint of New England, one 
of the best things that Congress 
could do would be to adjourn and let 
the law-making alone for a good, 
long while. 

President -Taft’s recommendation 
for legislation that shall further con- 
trol the trusts, doesn’t impress one 
who is not a hide-bound partisan with

In the first, 
Miss Mayes told in delightfully 
pretty English, stories of life in the 
Indian villages, and of the habits and 
customs of her people. She said that 
practically every act and thought of 
the Indian is accompanied by song, 
and she accordingly played several 
of these songsillu strating thevar .. 
of these songs illustrating the various 
phases of Indian life. 

Thé second part of the program 
was made up of groups of Indian 
dances. These included the Maiden’s 
dance, the dance of the Rain-maker, 
the soup dance, part of a war-dance, 
and the danée of the corn-planting.

Read the last chapter of our old 
Lossing’s “United States,” we. stud- 
ied at Punchard in 1856, for the con- 
ditions that made new risks for all 
business ventures at the beginning 
of, James Buchanan’s administration, 
March 4, 1857. We had only 28,000 
miles of railroad then to serve only 
28,000,000 mainly native born. The 
1849 California gold fields; the Sioux 
purchase of the latest Northwest res- 
efvation, opening up chances for cat- 
tle-raising and farming on a grand 
scale; the settlement of our. North 
Pacific territories, where the Astor 
fortune in fur was made; the ascend- 
ency in politics of King Cotton and 
cheap slave labor; the: invasion of 
Cuba, and other hindrances to good, 


open markets; the beginning of the | 


Canadian fish quarrel; Perry’s open- 
ing of the gate of Japan; the new 
Republican party formed by men 
who elected the Democratic Pietce, 
who played for the South; the pro- 
jected cable under the sea—all came 
near the close of the Marland Manu- 
facturing Company’s career of suc- 
cess. Elihu Burritt ina speech at our 
first exposition, the New York Crys- 
tal Palace of 1854, advocates -the 
claims of the universal brotherhood 
of labor, which will be the concern 
of the future international politicians 
(I conclude the tariff had not begun 
to pinch very much in 1854).

washing it down with cider and beer. 
In the official proclamation of Guv- 
ernor Foss we are twice told to go 
to our usual places of worship and 
thank -the Almighty for all our 
mercies. 

A queer thing about any governor’s 
proclamation as to going to church 
is that the advice is not taken as 
‘serious, 
the formal bit of a legal document. 

Let me give a little bit of the way 
the Scotch dissenting churches treat- 
ed Queen Victoria’s proclamations as 
to fast days. The established church 
clergymen read this official document 
with great solemnity, finishing with 
“God save the queen.” The dissent- 
ing clergymen also got copies, but 
they did not read them to the people, 
as they said that the queen was in- 
terfering with spiritual things and 
dictating to the church; but at the 
finish of their sermon, before dis- 
missal, they intimated that as a legal 
holiday would be in order, this church 
would be open for worship at the 
usual hours. You can see. by this 
how strong the feeling »was: against 
state control of churches in the old 
Scotch seceders. | 

The first time I heard the gover- 
nor’s Thanksgiving official document 
read in # Congregational church in 
this.country, and heard the sonorous 
voice. of the clergyman as he laid 
down the paper, “God save the Com- 
monwealth of Massachusetts,” I won- 
dered if I was in a free or a bound 
kirk!

Grandma and grandpa, in 
the course of: nature, will soon be 
away from the homestead, never to 
return; “the place that now knows 
them shall know them no more.”

“Auld Lang Syne.” I may note that 
Hansel Monday was the first Mon- 
day twelve days after New 
Day, “auld yule,” as it is called in 
some parts of the country, and you 
read of the yule-log for the fire and 
the ale kept till yule.

Annuities for Teachers 


The desirability of the annuity as 
a means of compulsory saving, was 
the subject of an address by C. A. 
Prosser at the annual. meeting of the 
Massachusetts Teachers’ association. 
held in Boston last Friday. 

“The story of every great failure 
in the country where a firm dealing 
in wildcat or bogus stocks has gone 
to the wall,” he said, “is the story 
of the sweeping away of the years’ 
savings of hundreds of teachers, for 
everyone who has made a study of 
the problem will admit that teachers 
are very prone to unwise invest- 
ments. 

“The teacher’s profession,” he de- 
clared, “unfits him or her for any 
other kind of work. It is a profes- 
sion, too, where the one entering on 
it is quite sure of inadequate com- 
pensation and unprotected old age. 
By a system of annuities whereby the 
teachers may put by a little for pro- 
tection against old age, and have that 
amount doubled by the state, more 
and better people would be attracted

Boston’s laughing festival will start 
immediately after the holidays, with 
the world’s greate-t jiaugh-producer, 
“Baby Mine,” Margaret Mayo’s hi- 
larious comedy.

MOVING PICTURES 


Ingenious Methods of Producing 
Startling Effects. 


TRICKS OF THE CAMERA MEN. 


Expedients by Which Puzzling Situa- 
tions and Incidents That Seem to 
Contradict the Laws of Nature Are 
Recorded on the Finished Film. 


The ingenuity of man is exercised 
to a wonderful degree in the creation 
of novel and seemingly impossible 
situations and episodes for production 
in the moving picture shows, and audi- 
ences are often bewildered in trying 
to decide how the curious effects, 
which at times seem to contradict the 
laws of nature, are secured. Yet, like 
the conjurer’s tricks, it is all very sim- 
ple when the veil is lifted, 

There are some scenes depicted 
which, while amazing enough in their 
way, do not puzzle the critical be- 
holder in solving the ways and means 
of their making. There are the railroad 
accident, obtained by means of chil- 
dren's toys; the warships and the 
aeroplanes, which are also _ photo- 
graphs of playthings; the burglar in 
bis unheard of performance of climb- | 
ing the front of a house, and—last, Lut 
not least—the man clinging to the ceil- 
ing of a room. ‘The pictures explain 
themselves. 

But when we see a man jumping 
out of a fourth story,,window, see him 
fall fifty feet to the ground and then 
get up and run away unhurt, we ask, 
How is this possible? The origin of 
the picture is very simple. The fugi- 
tive jumps out of a low window tn 
the studio, which is fitted up in the 
style of the desired room, Then the | 
+photographing process is interrupted. 
The next picture is taken in the street 
in front of a real house. A life sized | 
puppet is dropped from one of the 
windows. When it has reached the 
ground the machine stops, the actor 
puts himself in the place of the figure, 
the reel is started again, the man gets 
up and runs away. 

In like manner auto accidents and 
similar episodes are arranged. 

Another impossibility—a man swims 
through a river and on the other side 
he climbs a ten foot wall without dif 
ficulty.
